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Wartburg  connections  enrich 
relationships  between 
Eisenach,  Waverly

The  steep  walk  up  a Thuringian 
hillside  in  Eisenach,  Germany,  has 
become  a familiar  pilgrimage  for 
Wartburg  College  students,  alumni, 
parents,  faculty,  and  staff.  In  the 
decade  since  the  reunification  of 
Germany,  the  relationship  between 
the  college  and  its  namesake,  the 
Wartburg  Castle,  has  blossomed. 

“Four  times  I’ve  trudged  up  the 
hill  at  Eisenach  to  visit  The 
Wartburg,  each  time  listening  to 
newfound  friends  on  the  alumni  tours 
express  amazement  and  wonderment 
at  the  place  where  Luther  translated 
the  Bible  and  Wartburg  College  traces 
its  heritage,”  says  John  Schmeltzer  ’67 
of  Chicago,  111. 

“Each  time  I am  certain  I won’t 


see  anything  new  or  hear  any  new 
comments.  Each  time  I’ve  been 


tours,  and  the  Waverly-Sheil  Rock 
High  School  Chamber  Choir.  A small 
group  of  faculty  members  led  by 
Dr.  Ferol  Menzel,  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs,  and  Dr.  Edith 
Waldstein  ’73,  associate  vice  president 
for  academic  affairs,  also  visited  the 
castle  to  explore  collaborative 
teaching,  research,  and  performance 
ventures  in  a variety  of  disciplines.

Back  in  Iowa,  the  college  and  the 
Waverly  community  have  become 
destinations  for  Eisenach  visitors, 
thanks  to  a Sister  City  agreement 
between  Waverly  and  Eisenach  and  to 
the  relationship  between  the  college 
and  the  Wartburg  Foundation,  ■

Castle  associated  with  art,  culture 
for  more  than  900  years 


The  Wartburg  Castle  has  been  a 
center  for  culture  and  the  arts  since 
the  11th  century.  According  to  legend, 
Ludwig  the  Leaper,  a powerflii  lord  in 
Thuringia,  encountered  the  hilltop 
site  of  the  castle  on  a game  hunt. 
Observing  the  fine  countryside  below 
and  the  excellent  view  across  medieval 
trade  routes,  Ludwig  is  reputed  to 
have  said,  “Wart!  Berg,  du  sollst  mir 
eine  Burg  werden!”  (“Wait,  hill,  and 
I shall  make  a castle  of  you!”)  Thus, 

Die  Wartburg  became  the  name  of  this 
fortress  founded  in  1067. 

Over  the  centuries,  the  castle 
earned  a reputation  as  a bastion  of 
culture  and  courtly  endeavor.  Poets 
and  musicians  found  inspiration  there. 
Artistic  competitions,  rather  than 
warfare,  flourished  within  its  wails. 

In  the  1200s,  the  Wartburg  Castle 
was  home  to  Elizabeth,  wife  of  the 
ruling  prince  Ludwig  IV.  Her  life  of 
dedicated  service  to  the  less  fortunate 
resulted  in  her  canonization  as 
St.  Elizabeth  in  1235.  She  established 
a hospice  for  the  sick  on  the  castle 
grounds,  and  after  the  death  of  her 
husband,  left  the  castle  for  Marburg, 
where  she  became  a Franciscan. 

The  Miracle  of  the  Roses,  a legend 
associated  with  the  castle,  describes  an 
incident  when  Elizabeth  w'as 
smuggling  bread  to  the  poor.  Since 
this  act  was  forbidden,  she  hid  the 
bread  in  her  robe.  When  accosters 
asked  what  she  was  hiding,  she  told 
them  she  was  carrying  roses. 

According  to  the  legend,  when  she 
was  asked  to  open  her  robe,  the  bread 
had  turned  to  roses. 

During  the  1500s,  the  castle 
became  a refuge  for  Martin  Luther, 
who  called  it  his  “Parmos,”  his  island. 
While  under  a papal  ban  and 


disguised  as  a knight,  he  spent  the 
time  of  his  10-month  sanctuary 
traoslatirig  the  New"  Testament  from 
Greek  into  German.  Considered  one  of 
Luther’s  greatest  achievements,  this 
translation  became  the  standard  for  a 
unifomi  written  language  throughout 
Germany. 

The  castle's  musical  heritage  t races 
back  to  the  minstrel  contests  that 
began  there  in  the  1 3th  centiin,"  and 
are  remembered  at  Wartburg  College 
with  annual  Meistersinger  music 
festivals.  The  contests  were  also  tlie 
inspiration  for  Richard  Wagner’s  19th 
century  opera,  Tannhauser,  wfoich 
re%"olves  around  one  of  the  legemiaiy 
knight  minstrels  (Minnesingers)  said 
to  have  gathered  in  the  castle  s Great 
Hail. 

Johann  Wolfgang  von  Goethe,  the 
German  poet  and  dramatist,  spent 
time  at  the  castle  in  the  1700s, 
inspired  by  the  lofty  magnificence  of 
the  location.  The  fortress  was  a 
familiar  sight  for  Johann  Sebastian 
Bach  (1685-1750),  the  German 
composer  who  was  bom  in  Eisenach. 

In  1817,  13  patriotic  student 
fraternities  brought  the  castle  into  the 
limelight.  They  gathered  there  at  a 
Wartburg  Festival  to  protest  the 
German  nobility’s  failure  to  keep  its 
promise  of  democratic  change  after  the 
Wars  of  Liberation  from  Napoleon.  It 
is  regarded  as  the  first  civilian  national 
festival  in  German  history. 

Today,  the  Wartburg  Castle  is  one 
of  Germany’s  most  popular  tourist 
destinations,  attracting  visitors  from 
around  the  globe.  In  the  autumn  of 
1989,  when  the  border  just  west  of 
Eisenach  separating  East  and  West 
Germany  was  removed,  the  castle 
regained  the  distinction  of  being 
located  in  the  middle  of  Germany.

the  spring  on  public  television 
stations  throughout  the  country.  Plans 
are  developing  to  tape  another  choir 
concert  at  the  castle  in  2002  as  part  of 
the  college’s  sesquicentennial 
celebration. 

A Wartburg  Castle  exhibit  is 
now  on  display  in  the  Vogel  Library 
archives,  featuring  paintings  of  the 
castle  at  various  times  in  its  history, 
a replica  of  the  German  Bible 
translation  completed  by  Martin 
Luther  at  the  Wartburg  Castle, 
a wood  carving  of  St.  Elizabeth, 
and  other  artifacts. 

Students  are  involved  in  an 
exchange  program  between  Wartburg 
and  the  University  of  Jena,  located 
near  Eisenach.  The  program  affords  at 
least  two  young  adults  per  year  the 
opportunity  to  experience  college- 
level  study  abroad. 

“Jena  students  can  gain  an 
appreciation  for  the  legacy  of  their 

culture  in  the 
United  States, 
and  more 
specifically  at 
Wartburg 
College,” 
Waidstein 
explains,  “and 
Wartburg 
students  can 
delve  into  the 
history  and 
traditions  that 
have  shaped 
their  college 
and  education 
--  all  the  while 
sharpening 

their  English  and  German  language 
skills,  respectively.” 

Last  fall,  Angelika  Knorrn,  an 
Eisenach  student  who  spent  a year  in 
Waverly  as  a Sister  City  high  school 
exchange  student,  became  the  first  of 
those  exchange  students  to  enroll  at 
Wartburg. 

“The  connection  between  Waverly 
and  Eisenach  is  very  unique,  and  I 
really  appreciate  it,”  says  Knorrn,  who

“Without  my 
exchange  year  in  Waverly,  I would 
have  never  considered  attending  an 
American  college.  Now  I am  back  in 
Waverly  and  happy  as  I can  be.” 

During  the  Wartburg  Choir’s  May 
visit  in  Eisenach,  several  faculty  and 
staff  members  met  with  Eisenach  city 
officials  to  discuss  the  college’s 
potential  involvement  in  a proposed 
institute  of  higher  learning  in  the  city 
of  Eisenach. 

Coincidentally,  an  election 
campaign  was  under  way  at  the  same 
time.  The  Lord  Mayor’s  position. 


formerly  held  by 
Board  of  Regents 
member  Dr.  Hans- 
Peter  Brodhun,  was 
open  after  Brodhun 
declined  to  seek 
another  term. 
Gerhardt 
Schneider,  a 
longtime  supporter 
of  the  relationship 
between  the  castle  and  the  college  and 
the  Sister  City  relationship  between 
Eisenach  and  Waverly,  won  the 
election. 

Representatives  from  the  college 
and  Eisenach’s  new  public  radio 
station  have  begun  to  explore  avenues 
for  involvement  by  Wartburg 
communication  arts  students  and 
faculty,  both  on-location  and  in 
supplying  programming,  prerecorded 
in  Waverly. 

Plans  are  also  taking  shape  for 
May  Term  and  academic  year 


course/internship  opportunities  in  the 
areas  of  history,  music,  and  German; 
faculty  and  student  music  performance 
and  research  activities/exchanges;  and 
theatre  study  and  performance. 

“The  Wartburg  Castle  has  for 
centuries  served  as  a European  cultural 
center,”  says  Waldstein,  who  has  been 
closely  involved  as  both  an 
administrator  and  a translator  in  the 
negotiations  between  the  college  and 
the  castle.  “Wartburg  College  has,  for 
a century-and-a-half,  treasured  the 
German  Lutheran  heritage  that  has 
shaped  its  development  in  the  United 
States  as  a distinctive  liberal  arts 
college  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

“It  is  gratifying  to  see  the 
relationship  between  the  castle  and  the 
college  increasing  intercultural 
understanding  among  students, 
faculty,  staff,  city  officials,  and  local 
citizens  in  both  Eisenach  and 
Waverly.”

Chicago 
Tribune  Tower 
features  brick 
from  castle 

Visitors  to  Chicago  can  get 
a glimpse  of  the  Wartburg 
Castle  in  the  form  of  a 
brick  embedded  into  the 
exterior  wall  of  the  Chicago 
Tribune  Tower  at  435  N. 
Michigan  Ave. 

Bricks  and  stones  from  some 
of  the  world's  most  famous 
locations  are  visible  around 

the  Tower  entrance. 

According  to  Tribune  writer 
John  Schmeltzer  '67,  reporters 
collected  the  artifacts  at  the 
instructions  of  Col.  Robert 
McCormick,  the  paper's 
longtime  publisher.  Shortly 
after  the  Tower  was 
completed  in  the  1920s, 
McCormick  began  specifying 
the  stones/bricks  he  wanted 
in  the  entrance  collection, 
including  one  from  the 
Wartburg  Castle. 

While  active  collecting  has 
stopped,  Schmeltzer  said  the 

paper  occasionally  orders  its 
reporters  to  obtain  an 
important  relic  - such  as  a 
piece  of  the  Berlin  Wall  or  a 
moon  rock  - for  inclusion  in 
the  collection.

has  been  named  the  first  recipient 
of  the  Zahn  Chair  in  Choral 
Conducting. 

The  late  Patricia  A.  Zahn,  a 
prominent  businessperson  and 
resident  of  Waterloo  for  25  years, 
established  the  endowed  chair 
through  a trust  she  designated  to 
benefit  the  Wartburg  Choir  and 
the  vocal  music  program.  The  trust 
also  assists  the  choir  with  tour 
expenses  and  provides  scholarships 
for  vocal  music  students. 

Torkelson  came  to  Wartburg  in 
1984  after  earning  a Doctor  of 
Musical  Arts  degree  in  choral 
literature  and  conducting  at  the 
University  of  Colorado.

Donor  leaves  lasting  legacy  through  planned  gifts 


Does  a strong,  vibrant  college  create  an  environment 
in  which  alumni  and  friends  are  compelled  to  provide 
financial  support.  Or  is  financial  support  required  before 
the  college  can  achieve  success? 

The  question  is  reminiscent  of  the  old  saw  about 
“what  came  first,  the  chicken  or  the  egg.” 

In  the  case  of  the  late  Lowell  Walker,  one  of 
Wartburg’s  most  generous  supporters,  it  may  have  been 
the  chicken  pills. 

Growing  up  in  Waterloo,  Walker  inherited  the  family 
business.  Walker  Remedy  Company.  Under  his  leadership 
the  company  grew,  serving  area  farmers  who  relied  on  the 
poultry  pills  and  other  pharmaceutical  products  to 
maintain  the  health  of  their  brood. 

As  chicken  production  began  to  focus  on  large, 
commercial  operations  instead  of  small  farmers.  Walker 
Remedy  Company  was  phased  out,  but  not  before  Walker 
and  his  wife,  Charlotte,  had  built  a substantial  nest  egg  of 
their  own.  He  moved  into  the  banking  business  and 
became  chairman  of  the  board  for  Waterloo  Savings  Bank 
(now  Firstar). 

The  Walkers’  interest  in  Wartburg  began  many  years 
ago  as  they  enjoyed  attending  the  Artist  Series  with 
longtime  Waterloo  friends.  Bob  and  Edith  Young. 

Interest  continued  when,  in  1968,  their  son,  Dr.  Richard 
(Dick)  Walker,  joined  the  Wartburg  teaching  faculty  and 
took  over  the  Knights’  head  wrestling  and  assistant 
football  coaching  duties. 

“Over  the  years,  the  Walkers  developed  a good 
relationship  with  President  Robert  Vogel  and  got  close  to 
the  college,”  said  Steve  Walker  ’91,  son  of  Dick  and 
Shirley  and  grandson  of  Lowell  and  Charlotte.  “They 
enjoyed  visiting  campus  for  the  Artist  Series  concerts, 
Christmas  with  Wartburg,  and  sporting  events.  Their 
interest  in  philanthropy  and  concern  for  the  church 
continued,  and  supporting  Wartburg  was  something  that 
was  important  to  them.  Lowell  especially  enjoyed 
attending  the  annual  scholarship  luncheon  and  interacting 
with  students.” 

When  Dick  Walker  tragically  died  in  an  automobile 
accident  in  1990,  Lowell  added  a significant  contribution 
to  the  many  memorial  gifts,  and  an  endowed  scholarship 
was  established  in  his  son’s  memory. 

Lowell’s  financial  plan  also  included  a charitable 
remainder  unitrust,  and  Wartburg  was  named  a 
beneficiary.  Over  the  years,  he  directed  additional  stocks 
and  assets  to  the  trust,  which  provided  him  with  an 
annual  income  for  life.  The  trust  grew,  and  at  the  time  of 
Lowell’s  death  in  1999,  Wartburg  received  more  than 
$l  .2  million. 


Since  the  gift  was  unrestricted,  the  Board  of  Regents 
determined  that  nearly  $1  million  would  be  used  to  create 
an  endowment  to  support  the  college’s  athletic  director 
position. 

“My  grandfather  would  have  been  pleased  about  the 
college’s  decision  to  establish  the  endowment,”  said  Steve, 
who  continues  the  family  legacy  by  serving  as  Wartburg’s 
assistant  director  of  annual  giving  and  assistant  wrestling 
coach.  “He  understood  the  importance  of  growing  the 
endowment  and  the  impact  it  will  have  on  the  future  of 
the  college.” 

Whether  Wartburg’s  tradition  creates  financial 
support,  or  whether  financial  support  is  necessary  to  build 
that  tradition,  alumni  and  friends  can  continue  the 
Wartburg  legacy.  A number  of  planned-giving 
opportunities  are  available.

“We  need  books, 
teaching  tools,  and  buildings.  We  will  use  the 
instruments  as  a teaching  tool,  but  they  will  also 
become  a source  of  income  for  the  school.” 

Kameli  said  she  hopes  income  from  her  students’ 
performances  and  recordings  will  help  provide  needed 
funds  for  the  school.  She  expects  to  finish  her  work  at 
Wartburg  in  the  next  year-and-a-half.

LECNA  study  confirms  values  of  Lutheran  higher  education

The  Lutheran  Education  Conference  of  North  America  (LECNA)  offers  a helpful  Web  site 
for  parents  and  students  beginning  the  college  search. 

"Lutheran  College  Value;  A College  Planning  Service  for  Parents"  includes  information  on 
planning  for  college,  assessing  the  values  of  a college,  what  experts  say  about  private 
colleges,  what's  Lutheran  about  Lutheran  colleges,  and  a comparison  of  Lutheran  colleges 
with  large  public  universities. 

In  a section  called  "The  High  Cost  of  Poor  Selection,"  parents  can  learn  more  about 
financial  aid  and  economic  factors  influencing  the  cost  of  higher  education.  This  section 
also  points  out  that  while  it  costs  more  to  attend  a Lutheran  college  than  a public 
university,  the  majority  of  Lutheran  college  students  graduate  in  four  years,  compared 
with  fewer  than  one-third  of  students  attending  four-year  public  institutions. 


The  results  are  in  on  a nationwide 
research  project  sponsored  by 
Wartburg  and  38  other  Lutheran 
colleges. 

The  research  confirms  the  claims 
long  made  by  Lutheran  colleges:  that 
they  provide  a commitment  to  good 
teaching  and  a personalized  learning 
experience,  a strong  sense  of 
community  and  the  value  of 
involvem,ent  beyond  the  classroom, 
and  the  integration  of  faith  and  values 
into  the  college  experience. 

The  research  also  indicates  that 
these  are  the  qualities  parents  and 
church  leaders  are  looking  for  in  a 
college. 

Doug  Bowman,  director  of 
admissions  at  Wartburg,  said  the 
study  will  have  ramifications  in  future 
student  recruitment. 

“We  know  from  this  research  that 
parents  are  looking  for  the  kind  of 
education  Wartburg  offers  and  that 
our  alumni  benefited  from  the 
Lutheran  college  experience. 

“Our  challenge  is  to  get  this  word 
out  to  parents  when  they  first  begin 
thinking  about  colleges  for  their 
children  and  to  help  them  realize  the 
excellent  value  and  affordability  of  a 
Wartburg  education.” 

The  study, 

“Reclaiming  Lutheran 
Students,”  was 
undertaken  by  the 
Lutheran  Educational 
Conference  of  North 
America  (LECNA).  Part 
of  its  purpose  was  to 
determine  why  the 
number  of  Lutheran 
students  enrolling  in 
Lutheran  colleges  has 
gradually  decreased  and 
what  the  colleges  of  the 
church  can  do  to  reverse 
this  trend. 


The  study  looked  at 
undergraduate  experiences  and 
outcomes  of  several  thousand 
graduates  from  nearly  800  colleges 
and  universities.  It  included  Lutheran 
college  alumni,  alumni  of  non- 
Lutheran  private  universities,  alumni 
of  flagship  public  universities,  and 
alumni  of  other  public  universities. 
They  were  asked  to  consider  how 
factors,  including  class  size,  sense  of 
community  and  personal  interaction 
with  faculty,  affected  their 
undergraduate  experience  and  their 
lives  since  graduating  from  college. 

The  survey  also  asked  640  church 
leaders  and  900  parents  with  children 
in  ninth  and  10  grades  about  their 
expectations  for  undergraduate 
education. 

Among  the  results: 

■ In  comparison  to  those  who 
attended  large  public  universities, 
Lutheran  college  graduates  said 
they  were  better  prepared  for 
careers,  expressed  a stronger  set  of 
values,  and  were  more  likely  to  be 
involved  in  their  churches  and 
communities. 

■ A strong  correlation  was  evident 
between  respondents  who  were 
involved  in  the  campus 
community  and  those  who  made 
contributions  to  their 
communities  later  in  life. 

■ 61  percent  of  Lutheran  alumni 
cited  faculty  as  mentors, 
compared  with  39  percent  of 
public  school  graduates.  Among 
public  school  graduates,  48 
percent  said  they  had  no  mentor 
at  all.

WRESTLING 

Knights  win  eighth  consecutive  conference  title 

The  Knights  set  a record  by  winning  their 
eighth  consecutive  Iowa  Conference  title, 
crowning  five  champions  and  qualifying  all  10 
wrestlers  for  the  national  tournament. 

Seeking  its  third  NCAA  Division  III  crown 
in  the  last  five  years,  Wartburg  crowned  one 
national  champion  and  had  seven  All- 
Americans,  yet  fell  short  of  Augsburg’s  record- 
breaking  effort  and  finished  second  for  the  fifth 
time  in  the  last  eight  years.  The  Auggies,  with 
four  national  champions  and  eight  All- 
Americans,  compiled  136  points.  The  Knights 
had  88,  and  Montclair  State  (N.J.)  finished  a 
distant  third  with  69. 

Zac  Weiglein  of  New  Hampton  won  his 
second  national  championship  at  125  and  his 
third  All-America  designation.  He  placed  third 
at  1 18  as  a junior.  He  wrestled  his  entire 
collegiate  career  with  two  cracked  vertebrae,  yet 
he  compiled  a 23-2  record  this  season  and 
finished  his  career  with  a 99-1 1 record. 

The  national  tournament  capped  a season  in 
which  Wartburg  went  16-3  in  dual  meets, 
losing  only  to  national  champion  Augsburg, 
California  State-Bakersfield,  and  Penn  State. 

“It  was  a positive  year  for  us,”  said  head 
coach  Jim  Miller.  “It’s  hard  to  be  disappointed 
when  you  win  the  conference,  attend  the 
nationals,  get  seven  All-Americans  and  four 
Academic  All-Americans  and  finish  second  in 
the  nation.” 

MEN'S  BASKETBALL 

First-year  players  heed  the  call 

The  Knights  called  upon  five  first-year 
players  and  a couple  of  transfers  for  substantial 
amounts  of  playing  time  in  a season  that  got  off 
to  a rocky  start  but  ended  with  a fifth-place 
finish  in  the  Iowa  Conference. 

After  a 0-3  start  in  the  Iowa  Conference 
race,  Wartburg  went  11-6  the  rest  of  the  way 
and  earned  a spot  in  the  II AC’s  postseason 
tournament.  The  Knights  avenged  a mid- 
February  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Luther  64-61  in 
the  first  round  of  the  tournament  but  then  lost 


to  the  league  champion,  Buena  Vista,  71-65, 
when  the  Beavers  came  from  behind  to  win. 
After  the  dust  cleared,  the  Knights  had  claimed 
their  4lst  winning  season  out  of  the  last  49 
with  a 14-12  mark. 

Only  one  starter,  point  guard  Erik  Book  of 
Waverly,  graduated.  He  was  the  Knights’  assist 
leader  with  1 10  while  averaging  8.0  points  per 
game. 

All  five  of  the  first-year  players  were  among 
the  top  10  in  scoring. 

Guard  Jake  Olsen  of  Osage  averaged  9.0 
points  per  game;  forward  Mike  Pipho  of  Denver, 
7.8;  guard  Dan  Schuknecht  of  Greene,  3.5; 
guard  Zach  Larson  of  Fort  Dodge,  3.3;  and 
forward  Kyle  Recker  of  Manchester,  2.2. 

WOMEN'S  BASKETBALL 

Young  team  finishes  second 

In  what  was  expected  to  be  a rebuilding 
year,  the  Wartburg  women’s  basketball  team 
confounded  experts  by  finishing  18-8  overall  and 
second  in  the  Iowa  Conference  with  a l4-6  mark. 

Balanced  scoring  and  the  emergence  of  first- 
year  players  proved  to  be  the  difference. 

Three  starters  and  a top  reserve  all  finished 
the  season  scoring  in  double  figures,  led  by 
guard  Brianne  Schoonover  of  Fredericksburg, 
who  averaged  13.7  points  in  her  second  season 
as  a collegian.  Right  behind  her  was  first-year 
sensation  Holly  Mohs  of  Postville  with  a 13.0 
average. 

“We  really  had  a shot  at  winning  the 
championship,”  said  head  coach  Monica 
Severson,  “but  I think  we  were  mentally  and 
physically  tired  by  the  end  of  the  season.  We 
simply  did  not  have  enough  depth.” 

The  Knights  won  14  of  their  first  18  games 
but  played  only  .500  the  rest  of  the  way,  ending 
the  season  with  a 4-4  record.  It  is  the  fifth  time 
Wartburg  has  finished  second  since  winning  the 
1992  title  with  a perfect  I6-O  record. 

The  only  senior  on  the  squad  was  center 
Carrie  Hansen  of  Lowden.  She  ended  her  career 
with  an  8.2  scoring  average  and  a 5.7  rebound 
average,  while  shooting  44.6  percent  from  the 
floor.

The  Knights  rewrote  the  Wartburg  baseball 
record  book  enroute  to  their  fourth  consecutive 
Iowa  Conference  championship  and  first-ever 
appearance  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  College 
World  Series. 

The  Knights  compiled  their  best  record 
ever,  41-9  (.820),  and  recorded  the  most  wins  in 
a season.  At  the  College  World  Series,  they 
defeated  Southern  Maine  2-1,  lost  to  Allegheny 
(Pa.)  3-2  in  10  innings,  and  were  eliminated  by 
eventual  national  champion  Montclair  State 
(N.J.)  7-2. 

They  swept  through  their  third  straight 
postseason  Iowa  Conference  tournament  to 
finish  with  a 22-2  record  in  league  play. 

Coach  Joel  Holst,  who  shared  IIAC  Coach- 
of-the-Year  honors  with  Ray  Reasland  of 
Cornell,  credited  “great  leadership”  by  his 
seniors  and  other  players  “who  wanted  to  step 
up  and  become  leaders.” 

“Work  ethic  and  positive  attitude  along 
with  leadership  gave  us  excellent  team 
chemistry,  the  best  of  any  team  that  I’ve  ever 
coached,”  he  said. 

The  Knights  had  a team  3-03  ERA,  a .951 
fielding  percentage,  and  hit  .343  for  the  season.

Inexperienced  team  surprises  conference 

Under  first-year  Knights  softball  coach 
Randy  Schneider,  a team  dominated  by  first- 
year  players  finished  just  one  win  shy  of  the 
school  record  for  season  wins.

The  men,  vying  for  a second  consecutive 
conference  title,  took  third  with  110  points, 
finishing  behind  Central,  228,  and  Loras,  112. 

The  women  set  two  conference  and  five 
school  records  during  the  IIAC  meet.  The  400- 
meter  relay  team  (Liz  Jaben,  Clear  Lake;  Brianne 
Schoonover,  Fredericksburg;  Jenni  Donohue, 
Roland;  Susie  Reinhardt,  Fairbank)  ran  a :48.04 
to  set  a conference  and  a school  record.

He  lettered  four  years  in  football  and  was  a 
two-time  All-Iowa  Conference  selection  in  1949 
and  1950.  He  also  lettered  three  times  in 
basketball  and  four  times  in  track. 

He  was  the  Iowa  Conference  two-mile 
champion  for  three  years,  missing  only  in  his 
junior  year  when  he  was  injured.  The  two-mile 
school  record  he  set  in  1950  stood  until  1963. 

He  was  named  the  college’s  Outstanding 
Athlete  in  1 947  and  won  the  Tofte  Athletic 
Trophy  in  1950.  In  1974,  he  was  the  Alumni 
Coach  of  the  Year  after  leading  his  Kiester  High 
School  track  team  to  the  Minnesota  State  Class 
B track  title  the  year  before. 

He  also  coached  boys  and  girls  basketball 
and  football  at  Kiester  and  started  the  girls 
interscholastic  basketball  program  there 
in  1974. 

Dr.  Bobby  Campbell  '52  (deceased) 

Special  Education  Principal 
Downey,  Calif. 

Campbell  was  both  a coach  and  athlete  at 
his  alma  mater.  He  was  responsible  for  starting 
cross  country  as  an  intercollegiate  sport  at 
Wartburg  and  served  as  the  head  coach  in  that 
sport.  He  also  was  head  track  coach  and  assisted 
in  basketball. 

He  was  a letterwinner  in  football, 
basketball,  and  track.  An  injury  cut  short  his 


football  career,  but  he  lettered  three  times  in 
basketball.  He  was  a first  team  selection  as  a 
guard  on  the  All-Iowa  Conference  Northern 
Division  Team  in  1952,  the  year  the  Knights 
won  their  first  IIAC  basketball  title.  He  also 
lettered  four  years  in  track,  winning  the  IIAC 
high  jump  in  1949  and  the  IIAC  pole  vault  in 
1952. 

After  leaving  Wartburg,  he  served  as  head 
basketball  coach  at  Winona  State  in  Minnesota 
and  California  Lutheran  before  beginning  an 
outstanding  career  in  special  education. 

Connie  Hellerich  '70 

Lakeland,  Fla. 

Owner,  M.C.I.  Equipment,  Inc. 

Although  he  lettered  in  both  basketball  and 
football,  Hellerich  was  best  known  for  his 
exploits  on  the  gridiron  and  became  an  All- 
American  in  that  sport.  He  transferred  to 
Wartburg  after  playing  his  first  year  at  William 
and  Mary. 

He  was  a two-time  All-IIAC  and  All-NAIA

Smith  was  a four-year  letterwinner  in 
basketball  and  the  Most  Valuable  Player  of  the 
Iowa  Conference  in  1990.  She  also  earned  All- 
IIAC  honors  in  1988.  She  was  the  Knights’ 
MVP  in  both  1988  and  1990.  She  was  an 
honorable  mention  All-American  in  1990,  the 
same  year  she  led  the  Knights  to  their  first  Iowa 
Conference  championship  in  women’s 
basketball. 

She  still  holds  school  records  for  best  field 
goal  percentage  in  a season,  57.0,  and  for  a 


career,  54.5.  She  ranks  fourth  among  all 
scorers  in  Wartburg  women’s  basketball 
with  1,360  points. 

She  earned  a medical  degree  at  the 
University  of  Iowa  and  completed  her  residency 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Wisconsin  Eamily 
Practice  in  Waukesha.  She  has  been  employed 
at  the  National  Indian  Health  Service  in  Alaska 
and  was  a Locum  Tenum  Physician  in  Nashua, 
N.H.  before  returning  to  the  Waukesha  Health 
Care  Eamily  Practice  in  Hartland,  Wis. 

She  also  has  had  mission  experiences  in 
Bangladesh,  Kenya  and  Guatemala. 

Coach  Axel  Bundgaard 

Bundgaatd  was  the  athletic  director  and 
head  basketball  coach  at  Wartburg  from  the 
1947-48  season  until  the  1960-61  season.  He 
took  a leave-of-absence  in  1955-56  to  work  on 
his  doctorate  at  the  University  of  Iowa. 

He  can  safely  be  called  the  “Patriarch  of 
Wartburg  Athletics,”  laying  the  foundation  that 
has  produced  today’s  successes.  Before 
Bundgaard  took  over  the  reins  of  the  program, 
the  Knights  had  won  only  one  Iowa  Conference 
championship  (a  tie  with  Loras  in  tennis)  during 
12  years  in  the  league. 

Bundgaard’s  basketball  teams  compiled  a 
171-114  record,  won  four  Iowa  Conference 
championships  and  made  six  post-season  NAIA 
or  NCAA  appearances. 

He  also  was  assistant  and  head  coach  in 
track  and  an  assistant  in  football. 

He  left  Wartburg  to  become  athletic 
director  at  South  Dakota  State  and  later  at 
St.  Olaf  College  in  Northfield,  Minn. 


Head  football  coach  Rick  Willis  was  the 
GTE  Coach  of  the  Year  for  Region  5 of  NCAA 
Division  III. 

The  award  is  presented  annually  by  the 
American  Football  Coaches  Association  (AFCA) 
to  five  winners  in  each  of  the  association’s 
four  divisions. 

This  is  the  first  time  a Wartburg  coach  has 
ever  won  the  regional  award.
